2. CITATIONS AND EXPLANATIONS 

Claims 1-50 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(2) and (3), because the prior art does not teach or fairly suggest the 
method of preventing or treating bacterial gastrointestinal infection in a human by administering n on -pathogenic lactic acid 
bacteria to an infant at risk for Sudden Infant Death Syndrome. The prior art teaches a useful antibiotic that comprises 
inhibitory concentrations of microorganisms. 



Claims 1-50 meet the criteria set out in PCT Article 33(4). because a method of treating a patient at risk for SIDS by 
administering a non-pathogenic lactic acid bacteria has industrial applicability .
